Advocates of spot bowling are 
many ... and with good rea- 
son. . 

‘They maintain that it is 
easier to hit a spot 15 feet 
away from their eyes than one 
60 feet distant. 

Using the spot bowling method 
the bowler picks out a board 
approximately nine or 10 from

ABC Masters Tournament
